Tho ques- 
tions wero four in number, and he would 
4pll the jury thut, if they failed to answer 
anyone uf thom in the’ aflirmative, they 
would be bound to find the accused not 
guilty. Tho questions were :--- 

(1) Was the deceased man, Wong
